the modernists in the controversy of recent 

years, because of our general sympathy for the 

principles which tradition stands for, it may have 
been assumed that we have adopted a party attitude. 
To some extent this is true, because the adoption of 
firm principles must bring together men who share a 
common point of view ; and to some extent a unanimity 
of aim in the larger questions is purchased at the expense 
of more trivial differences. is is really the root of 
party politics which, however they may be decried, 
have made possible great constructive works which 
would have been impossible had the planners been 
unwilling to give way upon the lesser points of policy. 
Party politics cease to be good when principles are 
sacrificed to personalities. A group of men who have 
been entrusted with the confidence of an electorate must 
be chosen because of what they believe, and not because 
of what they are. So soon as we determine to support 
men only on account of our having marked them down 
as the leaders of our party, we abrogate the right to 
hold principles of our own. Still more so do we lose 
the right of personal thought when we determine to be 
blind to anything supported by the opposite party. 

We have no pleasure in party politics of this kind, and 
this journal would quickly lose its wide appeal if it 
permitted itself to be hedged in by any such inhibitions 
as this, for it is our aim to represent the moderate 
majority. In the political world we have that moderate 
majority, the works of which present a strange mixture 
of policy weighed according to party standards. With 
an overwhelming Conservative majority it has done 
some constructive things and planned others, which 
former Governments have hesitated to do; and if we 
proposed to divide up the Government again under 
party labels we should find strange occupants in 
unaccustomed pigeon holes. 

With such a model before us it is natural that we 
should wish to see our differences in architecture 
merged into a more representative unity, and the best 
of all schools of thought joining hands in a real forward 
movement. In this plan, we see our old call for a Policy 
in Art assuming a more propitious form. The youth- 
ful “drive” of the modernist steadied by the solid 
caution of the traditionalist suggests possibilities for the 
future which hold out the greatest hope for a following 
generation. 

If we have any faith in such a prospect we must 
seek the things which suggest agreement, rather than 
those extremes of opinion which seem to deny the 
possibility of any compromise. One such extreme has 
been well expressed in Mr. Herbert W. Wills’s letter 
which we gave in a recent number. The fact that this 
assault was upon the other extreme suggests that there 
is a more peaceful zone under the trajectories of these 
long-range weapons. That is the zone we used 
to call “No man’s land” in the time of War, and 
which in these times of peace we should prefer to call 
‘“‘Everyman’s land.” Let us therefore take another 
look upon the field and examine the two parties, to see 
what kinship may be traced between them. 

In the modernist camp the observer must be very 
conscious of a certain moderation that is beginning to 
pervade the movement. The pioneer is not so certain 
that everything he previously adopted with such 
enthusiasm is right, and that everything else is bad. 
It seems to have been ised that many of the 
more “showy” features of the modernist movement 
were not fundamental in the sense that the modernist 
once claimed them to be. Practical men are no longer 
convinced that the flat roof is the modern roof; nor 
that the religion of the corner stone is a dead one. In 


ee ee we have not aligned ourselves with 


the Academy we thus meet work which does not seek 
the traditional language, but which nevertheless approxi- 
mates more closely to what we have reckoned to be 
customary building. If we think about these things, 
we can readily see that it was not so much the desire for 
more rapid which stood between the modernist 
and the traditionalist as a number of obtrusive things 
which bore no relation to progress at all. Those obtru- 
sive things were the means by which the rag omer 
could make an obvious show of the unusual. Without 
those obvious things the real artist can still operate in 
the advanced party, and without antagonising those 
who prize their traditions. 

The principles that building must retain its natural 
form and shape ; that good proportion is a first essential 
in architectural handling; that the obsolete must go 
the way of all useless things ; and that detail and orna- 
ment must be used with discretion are ones which can 
lead far under any code of manners. In the modernist 
movement we know of many able designers who are 
observing no more drastic rules than these to govern 
their manner of design, and in their work we can see an 
element of charm which can be recognised by any 
unprejudiced critic. 

Turning to the traditionalists, we find also a greater 
readiness to learn from the present as well as the past. 
The pressure of events has forced upon the contemporary 
architect that there are tasks to accomplish for which 
there is no traditional model, and that an attempt to 
force new experiences into the form of a familiar 
composition is definitely reactionary. We saw that 
attempt fail in London many years ago, and we then 
played our part in exploring a new adventure. One of 
the young men who shared in the winning design is now 
one of our leading modernists. 


In general, the traditionalist is thus far readier to 
meet the fresh problem than were those of the pre-War 
era. He is less desperately anxious to be correct in 
period, and takes greater pleasure in observing the 
present as the most important of periods. At the same 
time he takes equal delight in persisting with familiar 
terms where these fit in comfortably with new con- 
ditions. The pleasure of finding new experiences is 
shared with one of showing how many old things remain 
unchanged and permanent. He looks upon them rather 
as a language of art, in which he can converse with men 
of all ages, and which can still convey understanding, 
provided it is used intelligently and without pedantry. 
So we find that the traditionalist of to-day is responsive 
to new experience. He has even adopted something of 
the genius of the modernist for simple effective massing, 
as the modernist is beginning to borrow from him a 
more gracious manner of expression. He is less prone 
to enslave new ideas within an artificial framework of 
antiquity as the modernist is less anxious to defy 
fundamental proportions, The th y up-to-date 
building is no longer discordant to the traditionalist, 
nor does the modernist show such anxiety to make it 
“ queer.” 


Upon this gradual meeting of moderate opinion we 
see much to build hope for the future of architecture, and 
if it can be ly encouraged we believe that the near 
future sh have something big in store for us. We 
shall not achieve this by putting the blame for extremism 
upon the party with which we may have the least 
sympathy, but shall do better to di extremism 
in any form, whether it takes the form of cubist tri- 
vialities or the familiar shape of period style at all 
costs. Our task is of to-day, and for the future. We 
only look back for the marks which can keep us on our 
course in the formal movement.

the Niké Temple (Victory Temple) at 
one corner of the Acropolis. Having 
taken these precautionary measures, 
the architect-in-charge —- Mr. Balanos 
—proceeded to make soundings in the 
actual floor of the Temple. This led to 
the discovery that the interior of the 
high “ pyrgos,” or pedestal, was not 
solid stone, but had at some time 
simply been filled in with earth. It is 
extraordinary that temple and pedestal 
did not collapse years ago. After much 
research, it was discovered that when 
the Turks were defending the Acropolis 
in the 17th century and pulled the 
Temple to pieces, they also hollowed 
out the pedestal to serve as a gun- 
powder magazine. Later, it was 
filled with earth. The archeologists 
who re-erected the little Temple in 
1835 simply built up again on the 
pedestal, presuming this to be in its 
original state. The Temple has now 
been pulled down so that the founda- 
tions can be properly made once more.

Tue death of Mr. C. H. B- 


The Late Quennell, which we regret 
C.H.B. to record this week, is 
Quennell. more than a loss to the 


architectural profession ; 
in a sense it is a national loss, for 
Quennell, through the medium of the 
books on “ Everyday Things’ which 
he produced in collaboration with his 
wife, became known to a large, varied 
and widespread public. He had a 
profound love for architecture in par- 
ticular, and for the handiwork of man 
in general, and had in extraordinary 
measure the gift of communicating his 
knowledge and enthusiasm to others. 
He had no confidence in conventional 
methods of architectural propaganda, 
and was sceptical of the possibility of 
educating the adult public to an 
appreciation of architectural aesthetics. 
He preferred to gain the interest of 
children through his drawings and 
almost conversational descriptions of 
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“everyday things,” and achieved a 
success that surprised himself, for his 
books were, and are, read as eagerly 
by adults as by the children for whom 
they were specially written. In pro- 
ducing these books, Quennell per- 
formed a work of national importance 
that deserved but never received 
official recognition. Nor was he 
honoured by his cwn profession. There 
are those who consider that for his 
work in spreading a knowledge of 
architecture he might well have been 
awarded the Royal Gold Medal. 


QUENNELL’s architectural 
A output was not great in 
Delightful quantity, but all that he 
Personality. did had a straightforward, 
masculine dignity that was 
typical of the man. For all his know- 
ledge of and love for historical work, 
he had no belief in copyism ; indeed, 
after the War, sensing perhaps the 
great changes in architectural design 
that were to come, he urged that we 
must get away from historical pre- 
cedent and concentrate more on 
straightforward and expressive build- 
ing. To this end he invented a 
standardised method of building con- 
struction which was used for a housing 
scheme in Essex, but, so far as we are 
aware, nowhere else. Quennell had 
a delightful personality. Ready of 
wit and full of whimsical humour, -he 
was a most charming and entertaining 
companion. He had a remarkably 
active and original mind, and his 
friends were never surprised if a dis- 
cussion beginning with Japanese prints 
ended up with astronomy or economics. 
A humane, kindly and lovable man, he 
will be sadly missed by all who had 
the pleasure of knowing him.

Municipal 
Building, municipal construction 
New York. work is to be introduced 
by Mayor La Guardia of 
New York, states the Journal of the 


Royal Architectural Institute of Canada. 
According to the Municipal Art 
Society, during the past ten years six 
architectural firms have been favoured 
with the bulk of the municipal buildings. 
Through the Civil Service Commission 
the Mayor requested the presidents of 
eight societies of architects and laymen 
interested in architecture, representing 
all the boroughs, to select a panel of 
four outstanding architects (three to 
serve) to co-operate unofficially with 
the commission in the preparation of a 
list of architects particularly fitted to 
handle special works projects for the 
city. All registered architects in the 
city will receive a questionnaire. The 
jury will consider the answers in select- 
ing the panel of fifty, from which it is 
understood the architectural appoint- 
ments by the city during the rest of 
this year will be made. If the method 
proves successful, it is expected to be 
continued during the present adminis- 
tration.

tecture whose means appear to the 
Council to be insufficient to enable them 
to pursue their studies. On this, the 
first, occasion it has been found possible 
to assist no fewer than five students by 
grants varying from £40 to £147. These 
figures represent the amounts which the 
scholars were able to satisfy the Com- 
mittee that they needed in order to 
complete their architectural training. 
The scheme for the scholarships pre- 
supposes that each scholarship will be 
required for a maximum period of five 
years, and it has been arranged to offer 
new grants annually up to £350 in 
value apart from the continuation of 
any scholarships which may be in 
existence. 


In view of the Govern- 
ment’s decision to spend 
£100,000,000 in road con- 
struction and improve- 
ment, and further large 
sums in housing and slum clearance, 
the cement manufacturers have decided 
that the price of cement is to be 
reduced in practically all areas. This 
is likely to give a further stimulus to 
the building industry, and provides 
evidence of another group of manu- 
factures that is willing to play its part 
in furthering the schemes of national 
development now on foot. The field for 
concrete is continually extending, and 
the fact that cement will be available 
at a lower cost will undoubtedly 
result in considerable developments in 
its use, particularly by speculative 
builders and road contractors. From 
this reduction in price, taken in con- 
junction with the award of the National 
Joint Industrial Council of an increase 
in wages for cement workers, it would 
appear that the manufacturers are 
distributing the benefits of increased

the opening at Derby on 
Tuesday of a new research laboratory 
to house the numerous -scientifie re- 
search departments of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany. The laboratory is a two-storied 
building comprising a series of test 
rooms all equipped with power. There 
are also an engineering room and a 
workshop block. The main function 
of the laboratory is to test the qualities 
of the chief materials used by the 
railway, notably metals, timbers, 
paints, varnishes and textiles. An 
interesting demonstration was con- 
ducted in the locomotive engineering 
shops where, by means of wind-tunnel 
experiments, the value of streamlining 
engines and rolling stock could be 
studied and measured. In a brief 
speech Sir Josiah Stamp emphasised. 
that the day of rule-of-thumb tests in 
unmeasured conditions were over, and 
the day of controlled and directed 
experiment under arranged conditions 
had fully arrived. The visit was of 
great interest to those who took part, as 
exemplifying the increasing reliance 
being placed upon science.

inability of all forms of road traffic to 
circulate freely and safely at reasonable 
speeds, consequent upon insufficient 
road space, is costing the community 
millions of pounds annually in wasted 
time, etc., while the loss in life and injury 
from traffic accidents caused by our out- 
of-date highways is too terrible to caleu- 
late. Direct taxation is imposed upon 
motor vehicle owners for road work, 
and if the funds so provided had been 
used as intended there would have 
been a vast improvement in the general 
condition of our roads to-day. Instead, 
as is so well known, very large pro- 
portions of the proceeds of this special 
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taxation have been diverted to 

other than roads. In 1934 motor 
vehicle owners paid £70} millions in 
direct taxation upon their vehicles and 
their fuel; of this, £26} millions went 
to the Road Fund, and the peer . 
general revenue purposes. spi 

the universally agreed urgent needs of 
our roads, political and administrative 
considerations prevented this £26} 
millions being spent and £4} millions 
were transferred back to general 
revenue.” It is the considered opinion 
of the Association that the character, 
volume and extént of circulation of 
traffic upon classified roads have become 
such that the whole of the cost of these 
roads should be taken over by a4 
specially constituted Central Authority. 
The standard of construction, develop- 
ment and maintenance of this system 
of roads—including the provision of 
bridges, footpaths, modern-designed 
junctions, verges, service roads, ade- 
quate illumination, parking places and 
similar details—should, they believe, 
be prescribed by such an Authority and 
carried out under their guidance and 
control at the cost of the National 
Exchequer.

An average of 261.7 
million gallons was supplied daily 
during the period under review, the 
daily average supply per head was 
(due to appeals for economy and 
restrictions during the drought) re- 
duced to 34.87 gallons—a decrease over 
the previous year of 5.18 gallons. 
The total estimated population supplied 
by the Board, exclusive of bulk 
supplies, was 7,512,469 persons—an 
increase over the previous year of 
157,692. This figure was practically 


evenly split in the areas north and 
south of the Thames.

The Water Line of the City of London after 
the Great Fire. 


Sim,—I thank you for your kind reterences 


to my book, just published. The official 
scheme for an embankment and wharves 
(which would have encroached y on the 

les II and 


river), was ved by Kin 
pos I to the Latiees Patent of 1671. This 
document I print as an appendix, and I also 

blish the plan—I believe for the first time. 
This official scheme was to start at the 
Temple and terminate at London Bridge. 
Ogilby and Morgan’s map is quite different 
from the official scheme. The cost of the 
official scheme would have been enormous, 
and I have failed to find any payment in 
respect of carrying it out, but I have given 
instances of payments for repairs to the old 
water line. 

Malton’s View, which you give in your 
paper, is an excellent and interesting one, but 
may I say not material, because it is of build- 
ings, etc., some distance down the river, to 
the east of London Bridge, the upper part. of 
the Monument being clearly seen some dis- 
tance in the west. The prominent building 
shown in Malton’s View is the old Customs 
House, which was below London Bridge and 
not far from the Tower of London. 

With regard to the proposed grant to St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, the words in the Letters 
Patent are: ‘‘ Wee intend... to give and 
Graunt unto the Deane and Chapter of our 
Cathedrall Church of Saint. Paul. . . and their 
Successors for ever.’’ The remainder of the 
wharf property built on land taken from the 
river between the Temple and London Bridge 
was to become the freehold of the Corporation. 
Had the scheme been carried out, the pro- 
perty given to the Corporation and the autho- 
rities of the Cathedral would be of enormous 
value to-day. Sypney Perks. 


Adjoining Owners and Demolition Orders. 

Srr,—In a case that has recently come to 
my notice the end house of a row was pulled 
down. The party wall was found to be in 
poor condition and not to extend up to the 
slates; but it supported the purlins. Rain 
penetrated the wall and blew over the top of 
it under the slates and caused injury in the 
adjoining house. 

e adjoining owner said; “‘ You have 
exposed my building to the weather. It was 
previously dry and is now damp, and I claim 
damages: for injury and demand that you 
render my building weatherproof as before 
by raising the party wall up to the slates and 
cementing the exposed face, or otherwise.”’ 

The owner of the house pulled down said : 
‘“‘ The law recognises only right to light and 
air and right to support. There is no right 
to protection from the weather. Your build- 
ing suffers owing to inadequacy of the party 
structure. You are entitled to amend it so 
long as you do me no injury. It suits my 
purpose as it is, and I shall incur no expendi- 
ture. You are not entitled to demand that | 
maintain my roof for ever to protect your 
building.” 

Which contention is sound? 

I have read the notes on page 626 of your 
issue of October 20, 1933. ‘‘ Damages for 
nuisance caused by the removal of the walls ”’ 
are there mentioned. It seems to me that the 
nuisance is not caused by the removal of the 
adjoining building, but by the weather. 

In view of the large number of demolition 
orders now in force, this matter must be of 
interest to a number of architects and 
builders.

“ Housing the Old.” 

An exhibition of models, photographs and 
plans on the subject of ‘‘ Housing the Old ”’ 
will be opened on Jan 6, at 6 p.m.. at 
the Housing Centre, Suffolk-street, 8. W. 
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A oan exhibition of English arts and 
crafts and a new museum were opened by Lord 
Crawford and Balcarres at Eastbury Manor 
House, Barking, on Wednesday last week in 
somewhat unusual circumstances. Not only 
have many interesting art treasures been lent 
by well-known owners from their collections, 
but the museum itself, the old sixteenth- 
century manor house, is an unspoilt example 
of Tudor domestic architecture, which, after 
sympathetic and careful repair and renova- 
tion by the architect, Mr. William Weir, pro- 
vides an admirable setting for a museum and 
the exhibition of objects of past and present 
local interest and such art treasures as are 
now exhibited. Some years ago the building 
was in danger of demolition, having become a 
somewhat dilapidated farm, in which condition 
it, remained until recent days. Fortunately it 
was purchased by the National Trust, with 
the aid of the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings, but the house at the time 
was ‘‘ virtually a battered wreck,’’ more than 
a century of neglect having contributed to its 
condition. The living-rooms or. the east side 
of the mansion had become stables and 
shippons, the ballroom a loft, and only a few 
rooms in the western wing used as a dwelling- 
house. In the work which followed its acqui- 
sition to fit it for museum purposes no 
attempt was made at restoration, though, 
thanks to the careful work of repair carried 
out, it is now in an excellent state of preser- 
vation. The grounds outside and the old 
walled garden have also been appropriately 
dealt with. 

The main block of the mansion runs east 
and west, and contains on the ground floor 
the great halls. On the north side the wings 
project slightly, and adjoining the west wing 
is a three-storied porch, the ground floor of 
which is occupied by the main entrance. The 
house is built of brick, 10 in. by 4} in. by 
24 in., in English bond, much use being made 
of moulded brickwork. On the south side of 
the house the wings project 40 ft., and their 
south extremities are connected by a high wall

forming a courtyard. In the inner angles 
formed by the main block and the wings were 
octag: stair-turrets, of which that only in 
the north-west corner remains. A modern 
staircase has been added in the screen 
passage near the main entrance. The wall 
of the great hali towards the courtyard is 
largely occupied by a great chimney-stack, 
and on the east wall of the west wing is the 
kitchen chimney-stack. The former has five 
shafts. The west wing contains two large 
rooms separated by a e with a door 
opening into a walled garden a hundred feet 
square. These two rooms were the dining- 
room and parlours. The passages connect 
them with the destroyed octagonal stair turret 
and the great hall. The first floor of the 
eastern wing is occupied by a gallery, stretch- 
ing the full length of the building, and of its 
two original fireplaces that in the south-west 
wall of the south part of the room still 
remains. The room above this gallery shows 
the fine queen-post roof, which is in an 
excellent state of preservation. 

Before the opening ceremony the Barking 
Corporation entertained a number of guests 
at luncheon at the Town Hall. The Mayor, 
Alderman W. J. James, presided, and in a 
short speech said that Barking was a very 
interesting old town. The earliest records 
suggested that the Romans encamped in the 
immediate district, and until its dissolution 
in the fifteenth century the Barking Abbey, 
founded about the year a.D. 666, was 
exceedingly powerful, with very far-reaching 
influence. 

Lord Crawford proposed ‘‘ The Success of 
the Barking Museum.’’ The day, be said, 
marked the first stage of a new chapter in the 
history of a beautiful and interesting house. 
As time went on he thought the value of East- 
bury Manor House would grow, and he felt 
confident that within 10 years the mansion 
would occupy a central position of influence 
in the life of their community. He hoped that 
the local side of Eastbury Manor House would 
be preserved and that the history of Barking,

which reached into a very remote past, wouid 
receive attention. 

The opening ceremony was held in the 
rooms of the mansion. Alderman A. Graham, 
the Deputy Mayor, presided, and presented to 
Lord Crawford and Balearres Mr. H. B. 
Johnson, the curator, Mr. Weir, the architect, 
Mr. W. 8S. Barrett, the contractor, and Mr. 
A. W. Cooper, the foreman. 


Lord Crawford said that Eastbury Manor 
House was a beautiful place, beautiful in 
itself, its surroundings, and its objectives. 
It was a very wonderful possession, and it had 
been preserved practically intact, a credit to 
the Barking of to-day, and a splendid record 
of the Barking of yesterday. The mansion 
embodied the tradition of old Barking. He 
was old-fashioned enough to believe that a 
tradition was in itself a valuable thing, an 
anchorage and a measurement by which they 
could compare the present with the past and 
estimate their progress. Everything about 
the building told of old Essex architecture, 
and it had been resoued by the art of the 
preservation of ancient buildings, which was 
more highly developed in this country than 
anywhere else in the world. 

Councillor D. H. Preston, the Chairman of 
the Museum Committee of the Barking 
Borough Council, who moved a vote of thanks 
to Lord Crawford and Balcarres, said that 
they saw that day the culmination of two 
years’ efforts, and the thanks of all were due 
to the members of the London Survey Com- 
mittee, who had taken so active a part in 
organising public interest in the salvation of 
the old house. They could not expect to fuar- 
nish the house completely by permanent loan, 
but they hoped to maintain the museum with 
special interest to Barking and district, and 
to organise from time to time loan exhibitions. 
He asked Lord Crawford to accept an 
inscribed cigarette box as a souvenir of his 
visit to Barking. 

Mr. John Parker, M.P., then moved a 
vote of thanks to the Honorary Loan Com- 
mittee and others for their work in connection 
with the present exhibition, and Mr. A. G. B, 
Russell, Lancaster Herald, responded.

“I venture to submit for consideration of 
the authorities,” writes Mr. Murray, “‘ that 
a new bridge at Charing Cross has now be- 
come practically impossible owing to the revo- 
lation in transport of all kinds which has 
occurred during the last few years due to the 
vast increase of road traffic which is now 
clearly apparent. Moreover, traffic will, 
within the next few years, certainly become 
so much greater that no adequate road ap- 
proaches to a bridge at Charing Cross will, I 
think, be possible without the destruction of 
so large an amount of valuable property for 
adequate approaches at such an enormous cost 
that such a procedure would be quite pro- 
hibitive. 

“The very large amount of traffic that 
would be on the roads in the Strand and 
Waterloo-road districts going to and from a 
new Charing Cross bridge in addition to the 
great amount of traffic that will be going to 
and from the new Waterloo Bridge would 
render all the roads approaching any new 
Charing Cross bridge on both sides of the 
river congested to an impossible extent. 

“ For many years past some of the best 
brains in London have tried to solve this 
bridge problem, but all have failed to produce 
a wholly satisfactory solution, which is ap- 
parently no nearer now though the traffic diffi- 
culties are rapidly increasing. I. therefore 
submit that the problem can and will have 
to be solved at the West End of London by 
constructing a tunnel at Charing Cross about 
100 ft. ws centrally supported and with 
branch tunnels about 60 ft. wide to convey 
vehicular traffic. This can be done quite 
satisfactorily, and such a tunnel would pro- 
vide for all the cross-river vehicular traffic 
needed in a better way than any new bridge

would do, it would afford rapid transport, 
amenities above ground level, no interference 
and take a very large amount of traffic off 


the streets. There would be no interference 
with the embankments or any important 
with any existing railways, and very little 


disturbance of existing roads, Another simi- 
lar tunnel would probably solve the traffic 
problem in the City of London, where any 
solution above the surface is practically 
impossible. 

“We have recently witnessed the success 
in conveying vehicular traffic of the new 
tunnel under the river Mersey, and of the 
two existing tunnels under the river Thames. 
Now why not have a tunnel at Charing 
Cross? It could be constructed and worked 
without injuring, and with much less dis- 
turbance of, surface property than a bridge 
would require, and, carried down to a low 
level in the thick bed of London clay subsoil, 
would cross under the existing tube railway 
tunnels and buildings and pass under the 
Thames to the east of the Southern Railway 
bridge, where it would be clear of all ob- 
stacles. There would be no difficulty about 
gradients or the width or height of the tunnel, 
and it could be well lighted and ventilated by 
its own electric sub-power station, thus being 
self-contained in security underground. The 
greatest depth of the tunnel below the sur- 
face would be about 100 ft., which is moderate 
compared with the existing tube railway 
tunnel at Hampstead, which is about 150 ft. 
deep. 

** One great advantage of this scheme would 
be the provision for taking the Central and 
South London traffic to and from all the 
northern main-line railway stations extending 
from King’s Cross to Paddington, thus reliev- 
ing the surface road traffic very considerably. 
A great deal of through traffic would be col- 


lected and distributed without traversing the | 


central area. 

“‘In Lambeth there would be one gyratory 
sub-cireus under Waterloo-road with three 
tunnels radiating therefrom to.

**One gyratory sub-circus under Leicester- 
square with entrance and exit by a double 
spiral road located on the east side of Whit- 
comb-street. 

“A branch tunnel from this sub-circus up 
to near New Oxford-street and High Holborn 
with a surface open end at the corner of 
Broad-street and Drury-lane.

THE LATE 
C. H. B. QUENNELL 


THe death of C. H. B. Quennell, 
F.R.L.B.A., removes an active, eager, versa- 
tile figure, who had achieved much as archi- 
tect, broadcaster, lecturer, and above all as 
educational writer and illustrator, and did 
much to make the study of the past alive 
and interesting, and to encourage a new out- 
look towards history and a new conception 
of its teaching. 

He was articled to Messrs. Newman and 
Newman, and began practice in Westminster 
in 1896. He obtained the National Gold 
Medal for Architectural Design at South 
Kensington in 1895, and was awarded the 
Silver Medal of the R.I.B.A. in the same 
year. He was a member of the R.I.B.A. 
Council on three occasions about the time of 
the War, and among his architectural works 
were a church at onton, and Aultmore 
House, Inverness-shire. But the bulk of his 
practice consisted of moderate-sized country 
and suburban houses at Bickley, Kent, and 
Hampstead, and a housing scheme for Messrs. 
Crittall, at Braintree, Essex. On account 
of his keen interest in industrial subjects a 
leading industrialist _ commissioned him 
shortly after the War to make a tour of some 
of the great factory plants of the United 
States, and report on them, and Quennell 
was immensely impressed by the far-sighted 
power of their organisation, especially of the 
Ford works at Detroit. 

He was the author, as a young man, of a 
‘*Guide to Norwich Cathedral” in Bell’s 
Cathedral Series, and he published in 1906 
a record of his house designs under the title 
of ‘*Modern Suburban Houses.”” But 
Quennell’s main literary work consisted in 
the series of 11 volumes dealing with every- 
day life in various times and places, written 
for the younger generation and illustrated 
by himself and his wife Marjorie in a de- 
lightful and indeed ideal collaboration. The 
first volume of ‘‘ Everyday Things in 
England,”’ issued a month before the Armis- 
tice, as the outcome of talks to their children 
during the time of war, endeavoured to 
direct the public eye to the solid construc- 
tive achievement of the life, work and play 
of everyday folk throughout the ages, as a 
contrast to the destructive waste and squalid 
misery of the four years of war. The work 
achieved an immediate popularity, which has 
continued unabated to the present day, 
seventeen years later, and this was shared 
in full measure by the second volume, 
which followed soon after; the two later 
volumes, dealing with the 19th Century, and 
bringing the story of the English people 
lown to the nt day, appeared in 1 
and 1934. uring the interval of some 
thirteen years, the Quennells produced a 
‘our-volume series on the ig ed life of 
periods ranging from the Old Stone Age to 
the Norman «chon thus connecting up 
vith their first series, and they also worked 
cut a series of three volumes on Everyday 
— a ga Greece—Homeric, Archaic 
mn cal. 

As Quennell’s parting message he had pre- 
pared a work deali yer the great prob- 
ems of present-day life, and forming an

informal course in civic and British citizen- 
ship. This will be issued almost immediately 
under the title of ‘‘The Good New Days,” 
the 12th volume in his very individual 
library, and it is a matter for regret that 
its author was not to see the finished book, 
though he was spared to correct its proofs. 
This book, like all the rest, will be issued 
by Messrs. Batsford, whose * collaboration 
with Quennell has been one of the most 
interesting features of his achievement. 

C. H. B. Quennell’s tall, alert, spare 
figure will be missed. He had an amazingly 
fresh yet constant interest in all that 
humanity had accomplished, and his whim- 
sical and at times freakish humour would 
flash out, lighting up his rather tired face. 
There is no doubt that his outlook reverses 
the usual conception of history; to him 
politics, battles and kings were not the main 
events, but the background to the work and 
play, the fights and prayers, the humble yet 
admirable achievements of countless quiet 
everyday folk who make up the solid bulk 
of every generation. 


It is not too much to say that the work 
of the Quennells has helped greatly, and will 
continue to influence increasingly, the present 
generation of teachers and schoolchildren, 
and of adults generally, to « view of man as 
a producing worker exulting in his life and 
rejoicing in the part he plays. And Quennell’s 
influence will also be valuable in helping to 
an appreciation of architecture in the stra- 
tegic key position in the historical picture 
which is its intrinsic due. 

Quennell was the subject of sudden vast 
enthusiasms, which for the time being filled 
his whole horizon. At an age when most 
men talk of retirement he became suddenly 
aware of the splendour of the poetry of 
Homer, and the significance of its picture 
of a primitive social life. Though keenly 
interested in the might of industrial develop- 
ment, he had an endearing affection for 
craftsmanship, and had for a year or two 
worked as a joiner at a shop in Surrey. One 
of his chief loves was for the beautiful tra- 
ditional forms of old — waggons, which 
he delighted to record, and it may be that

No 
doubt the broad and firm han of the 
site plan, supported by sound elevational 
treatment, coupled with the economical dis- 
posing of the “ future extensions,’’ has won 
this competition fer Mr. McMorran. 

But when we come to consider the

On the other hand, the staff lavatories 
are adequate and well ; which can 
probably be said of most of the schemes. An 
admirable service yard, with garages, etc., 15 
between main building and clinics. 
The clinics are well planned; but here again 
the accommodation offered is appreciably on 
the short side. The waiting hall is low, and 
this again has no natural ventilation. 
One feels, however, = oper m _— 
parent drawbacks in a design which other- 
ts shows broad vision may be eliminated 
while.the scheme is still at the “ paper” 
stage. 


Second Premiated Design. 

The design by Messrs. Elcock and Sutcliffe, 
which is placed second (also illustrated last 
week), shows very well composed elevations, 
both to the south and the north, in one block, 
mostly on two floors, with the principal en- 
trance on the axial line of Clifford’s Tower. 
The clinics are well worked in at the west 
end, while the east extremity is kept well 
away from the female prison on the right. 
The drawings rather flatter the end eleva- 
tions, which have projecting flat roofs at 
first-floor level. No linking-up with the 
** Old Prison ’’ has been achieved on the site 
plan. Indeed, the winning design, the design 
placed third, and possibly one or two 
others, alone overcome that essential but 
apparently difficult matter in the remodelling 
of the Castle grounds. Messrs. Elcock and 
Sutcliffe’s ‘‘ future extensions’’ are well 
worked in, without any ‘‘ sore ends ’’ pending 
completion, and would give eventually two 

interior courts with excellent lighting to 
corridors, etc. ; but the central corridor would 
be dark and the City Treasurer’s general 
offices not too well lighted. Access to care- 
taker’s quarters is by way of the main 
entrance, up the central staircase, across the 
landing, and thence up a private stair to a 
set of rooms, all, save one, facing north. The 
outdoor relief applicants also enter by the 
main entrance. The clinics have dressing 
cubicles, as well as several of the lavatories 
and w.c.s, entered only from the consulting 
rooms. In this matter of detail planning 
few of the designs face up to the need for 
independent exits from these dressing-rooms. 
The waiting hall is low, unnecessarily large, 
and has no direct external ventilation. There 
is no separate entrance to the tuberculosis 
dispensary. 
Third Premiated Design. 

The design by Mr. Frank Lishman, 
placed third, has a good lay-out, including 
a comprehensive treatment of the Clifford’s 
Tower grounds as a public garden. He 
appears, however, to have counted for unity 
of effect more —_ the lay-out as a whole 
than upon blendmg the new with the old 
in the architectural character of his design. 
The plan appears to be efficient and especi- 
ally well worked out in the details of 
the several departments, although the main 
staircases—there are two, one to feed each 
a probably be on the dark side, 
while some of the staff lavatories, though 
conveniently planned, are somewhat unduly 
in evidence. The plan of the main clinic is 
ance § one of the best submitted, although 
some of the rooms are rather far from the 
waiting hall. The several entrances are 
well He The future extension is planned 
as a self-contained unit on the north side, 
the ground floor of which is 3 ft. lower than 
main floor, with connections from central hall 
and from landings above. The committee- 
rooms are planned as practically a self-con- 
tained unit on the first floor between the two

Fourth Premiated Design. 

Messrs. Bradshaw Gass and Hope, of 
Bolton, who secured fourth place, in com- 
mon with the authors of designs placed 
second and third—and many others—have 
evidently been impressed with the necessity 
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for the observance of the conditions as to 
“ naturally lighted and ventilated corridors,”’ 
etc.—even to i driven (as in their 
case) to disposing the future extensions so 
as to form an integral part of the principal 
front to the south, with the prospect of its 
being left a wholly unbalanced fagade pos- 
sibly for years. The plans, however, ‘aed 
man points. The main axis is on 
Clifford's Tower; but otherwise the authors 
do not go through with the lay-out—the 
straight road in from Tower-street being 
somewhat arbitrary. There would be much 
gratuitous excavation to effect the entrance 
to garages on the lower ground floor on the 
river front. Again, a common entrance to 
the general clinic and to the. tuberculosis 
dispensary would not do, while the access 
to the caretaker’s quarters is yet again by a 
public staircase. here would be a con- 
fusion of prams outside the clinic waiting- 
hall. In the presentation of the drawings 
nothing is left out. This and the designs 
placed first and second have most admirable 
half-inch scale detail drawings. 


Other Designs. 

Messrs. Barnish, Silcock and Thearle, of 
Liverpool, get their ‘‘ balance’’ (in block) 
somewhat on the lines of the winning design ; 
they are not happy, however, with their 
future extensions. 

Messrs. Meikle, Harris and Clark have a 
block plan of merit, with entrances to the 
main building well placed; but the clinics 
are separated—one to the east, the other to 
the west—an arrangement which scarcely 
commends itself. 

Messrs. Wm. and T. R. Milburn, of Sun- 
derland, have their main entrance (with 

rtico) at the south-east corner next to the 

emale Prison, with resultant long corridors 
to ‘‘feed’’ the internal planning. The exten- 
sions are correctly placed to the north, and 
there is a pleasant feature in the shape of an 
internal court or garden. Though there is 
a common entrance for outdoor relief and for 
juvenile employment, there is much to be 
said for some of the detailed planning of the 
clinics. There is no attempt to link up with 
any of the buildings in the Castle grounds. 

Mr. A. L. Clarke, frankly futurist, has one 
of the best-looking sets of drawings in the 
room; and although York could scarcely be 
expected to cope with it, we feel it might 
safely have been given some recognition. 

Messrs. Hume and Erith have a very com- 
Tortable-looking ground-floor plan, with the 
future extensions tucked in in a manner not 
altogether unlike the winning design, but 
with the main block and the clinics reversed— 
which makes a deal of difference. 

Mr. D. C. Ward, of London, has a good- 
looking plan, well presented. The extensions 
are to the north, as they should be. The site 

lan is well handled, and he succeeds in 
ringing the “‘ Old Prison ’’’ into his scheme. 

Messrs. Cackett, Burns Dick and Norman 

Mackellar, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, have a re- 
markable scheme : Clinics to west—cartwheel 
on plan, a fenestrated gasometer in elevation— 
the main building in the centre consisting of a 
rectangular stretch of nine bays to both north 
and south fronts, with slight returns and with 
semi-circular ends. The plans are ingenious 
and complete to a fault, the clinic being a 
model of its kind. There is a beautifully 
drawn half-inch detail of the main front. We 
cannot but regret that this essay should not 
have found a place in the award. 
_ The ot of the drawings—qua draw- 
ings—seem to be somewhat in advance of the 
schemes which they illustrate. This applies 
especially to the half-inch details—upon the 
execution of which, in some instances, the 
authors appear to have spent their all: a 
healthy enough form of emulation, perhaps, 
but scarcely enough to win a corhpetition. 

The Corporation and its officials are to be 
congratulated upon the enlightened way the 
designs are grouped and displayed, with 
“report '’ attached to each design. The 
assessor's award is also displayed. 

Were the President of the R.I.B.A. and 
Mr. Wornum to saunter round this exhibition 
we think it not unlikely that they would feel 
flattered to see how ‘‘ Swansea’ and the new 
R.1.B.A. premises are “ taking hold.”

“The Duke of Cambridge,” Kingston Vale. 

With the formation of the Kingston By- 
Pass road it was apparent that the existing 
“Duke of Cambridge ’’ beerhouse (an old 
house of nondescript character), was quite 
unsuitable to the class of trade associated 
with the users of the new road. Fortunately, 
the old building had considerable spare land 
around it, and a new buildi was begun 
immediately to the north-east of the existing 
building and was completed without in any 
way interfering with the trade then being 
carried on. 

In planning and general design the house 
is very similar to ‘‘ The Prince of Wales,” 
Chigwell (illastrated in our issue for Novem- 
ber 29), but the upper front has been carried 
out in oak half-timbering and stucco instead 
of tile hanging. The accommodation is 
similar to that of ‘‘ The Prince of Wales.” 
Features of the interior are the half-timber 
treatment of the walls of the saloon bar and 
the large brick fireplaces in both the saloon 
and public bars. Externally the large orna- 
mental chimney-stacks and the sign-post are 
features of interest. At night the premises 
are flood-lit and can be seen from a consider- 
able distance. Large car parks are provided, 
and there is a welldtaid-out garden at the 
rear, abutting on to Richmond Park. 

Mr. Sidney C. Clark, F.R.LB.A., is the 


architect. 


New Club House for the Turf Club, Cairo. 

Taking the place of premises which have 
been occupied by the club since its foundation 
under the Monidonts of Lord Cromer, in 1893, 
this building is situated in the same street as 
the old club, on a site which has the advan- 
tage, on the east side, of an open space con- 
taining a sheik’s tomb set in a garden. 

The building is constructed of brick with a 
framework, and floor and roof are of rein- 
forced concrete. The foundations consist of 
about 180 “ Simplex ’’ concrete piles. The 
exterior is covered with a rough-surface plas- 
ter, in which there is a small proportion of 
white cement. All cornices, window dressings 
and the base of the building are of artificial 
stone, of a slightly different tone from the 
plaster. Windows are provided with rolling 
wood shutters painted grey-green. 

The building, which consists of a half-base- 
ment and three upper floors, is planned 
around a central hall on all floors, which is 
lighted and ventilated by a glazed lantern- 
light at roof level. The basement contains the 
billiards-rooms, kitchen and other service 
rooms, and the members’ lavatories. The 
ground floor contains the main club lounge, 
the members’ coffee-room, an American bar 
(disconnected and approached by a side 
entrance), and a lounge for the use of ladies. 
On the first floor are placed the reading-, 
writing- and card-rooms, and also a lounge 
and dining-room, where ladies may be enter- 
tained by members. On the second floor there 
are twelve bedrooms with bathrooms, etc. 

Each floor has a service room connected by 
a battery of two service lifts with the kitchens 
in the basement. These lifts and also a pas- 
senger lift are carried up to the roof, which 
is used for dining during the summer months.

The architect was Mr. E. G. Newnum,

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Pier Approach Public Baths, Bournemouth. 

These baths are now in course of erection. 
The accommodation comprises, on the ground 
floor: entrance portico, entrance hall (ap- 
proximately 20ft. by 45 ft.) with central 
ticket office for serving the whole building. 
Right and ieft of the ticket office access 1s 
obtained to dressing boxes for men and 
women respectively, complete with lockers, 
and the requisite toilet accommodation is 
adjoining. The swimming bath is only 
accessible to the bather by passing through 
the cleansing room, containing showers, foot 
baths, etc. The swimming bath is 100 ft. by 
35 ft., with a diving pool 12 ft. deep at the 
deep end, the water depth at the shallow end 
being 3ft. A bathers’ promenade surrounds 
the swimming bath, which is equipped with 
high diving board, springboard, etc., and all 
the necessary fittings. 

The bath surround, etc., is covered with 
patent impervious non-slippery flooring, and 
the walls are lined to gallery level with glazed 
tiles. An abundance of top light and ample 
ventilation are obtained by the type of roof 
proposed. The bath water is heated and the 
requisite filtration and water-purification 
plant installed. The swimming bath surround 
is restricted to bathers, who return to the 
dressing-boxes through one-way doors, thus 
providing complete circulation. Waiting 
rooms, offices for the superintendent and staff, 
tea and coffee bars with ample service rooms 
and store-rooms for bath equipment complete 
the accommodation on the ground floor. 

The amphitheatre seating to the swimming 
bath for the accommodation of approximately 
600 spectators is shown on the mezzanine 
plan. Each spectator will have a clear and 
uninterrupted view of the swimming bath. 
The bathers’ terrace, approximately 98 ft. in 
length, is immediately accessible from the 
swimming bath or from the entrance hall, 
and a tea and coffee bar 9ft. by 8 ft. is 
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adjoining. The solarium occupies a position 
on the south front. Ample escape staircases 
for the public are provided. 

The first floor, which is reached by a lift, 
contains a suite of 20 shipper baths for women, 
complete with waiting and toilet rooms, and 
the men’s waiting room is also included on 
this floor. The second floor, also accessible 
by means of a lift, contains 20 slipper baths 
for men, with sun balconies conveniently 
placed in connection therewith. A large 
centrally placed towel store with service lift 
to the ticket office on the ground floor ensures 
the service of an adequate number of towels 
in any emergency. 

The passenger lift provides access to the 
Turkish baths suite, comprising boot room, 
cooling room with nine couches, hot room, 
hotter room, hottest room, plunge bath, 
shampoo room, and a small kitchen and lava- 
tory adjoining. Staff rooms, staff lavatories 
and accommodation for filtration plant, boiler 
house or heating chamber and settling tanks, 
together with storage space, complete the 
accommodation. 

The elevations are executed in recon- 
structed stone, hand-made sand-faced multi- 
coloured brickwork, and Italian pattern tiles 
to harmonise with other important buildings 
in the vicinity. Messrs. Hawkins Bros., of 
Winton, Bournemouth, are the contractors.

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STANDARD METHOD OF MEASUREMENT 


DISCUSSION AT CHARTERED SURVEYORS’ INSTITUTION 


SECOND GENERAL MEETING OF 
QUANTITY SURVEYORS. 

Tue second general meeting of quantity sur- 
veyors to consider the Standard Method of 
Measurement was held on Wednesday evening 
of last week at the Chartered Surveyors’ Insti- 
tution, 12, Great George-street, London, 
$.W.l. Mr. J. M. Th d (Senior Vice- 
President of the Institution) presided. Since 
the meeting of November 20*, a great number 
of written questions had been sent in, and a 
selection of these were answered by Mr. E. C. 
Harris. 

The Chairman said they were all very much 
obliged to Mr. Harris and his committee for 
additional time and work given to answering 
the questions. He hoped the air had now 
been cleared to a certatn extent, and he 
proposed a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. 
Harris and colleagues. This was unanimously 
agreed to, A great number of further ques- 
tions were then asked from the audience and 
answered by Mr. Harris, Mr, R. H. Francis 
and Mr. Percival F. Gleed. 

Mr. A. E. Baylis said that some of the 
questions emphasised the danger there was in 
adopting a Standard Method of Measurement 
which people thought they could work to 
without any other knowledge. ‘This was a 
danger he had foreseen ever since 1915, when 
the Standard Method of Measurement was 
formed, Given the policy of having a standard 
method of measurement, quantity surveyors 
owed a debt of gratitude to the committee; 
but he wished to say that he was very much 
perturbed about the whole relation of this 
standard method to the building industry. 
He had maintained for many years that one 
of the most dangerous books to put into the 
hands of a young surveyor or estimator was 
a printed price book— however useful it 
might be when used with proper discretion— 
and the same remark applied to any docu- 
ment similar to the Standard Method of 
Measurement. They could have certain 
recognised standard methods of design. If 
builders were to price in squares in one case, 
in yards in another case, and feet in another, 
it was a hopeless state of things; but he con- 
tended that a competent surveyor who knew 
his work would make a better job without 
ever having looked at the Standard Method 
of Measurement than would be made by an 
incompetent man who had the Standard 
Method of Measurement by heart. It was no 
use for a surveyor to repeat ‘‘ parrot-like ” 
something he had had jn front of him. When 
the question was asked in an examination as 
to why certain things were done, an answer 
was sometimes given that it was because they 
were in the Standard Method of Measurement. 
This was a little perturbing to the examiner, 
because allowances were not made because 
they were in the Standard Method, but 
because the making them was necessary. 
He had seen a bill of quantities over the 
signature of a Fellow of the Institution—a 
man of his own generation—which simply 
incorporated verbatim the list of items that 
had to be allowed for imsurance, just as it 
stood, without any modification or explana- 
tion. But anyone who read the last item in 
that list would see how ridiculous such incor- 
poration was, and would see the danger of 
putting into the hands of people a document 
which they thought was a bible that simply 
had to be followed, so that they might save 
themselves the trouble of thinking about what 
they were doing. The members of this Insti- 
tution prided themselves on doing professional 
work, and considered there was something 
more in quantity surveying than the ability 
to read a scale from the right angle; but 
unless they were careful they would find the 
profession being degraded. If quantity sur- 
veying was to have a future its practitioners 
must be professional men, really highly skilled 
Surveyors and not purveyors of a standardised 

* At that meeting a symposium of abstracts of the 


flanges made in the New Standard Method were read 
y their authors. These abstracts were given in 
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document. But at the moment there was 
tremendous tendency in the latter direction. 

‘“‘ For every quantity surveyor member of 
the Institution,” continued the speaker, 
‘“‘ there are half a dozen who are not quan- 
tity surveyors. These call themselves 
general practitioners, and think they can do 
the work of the , meng J surveyor except in 
a special event. hat is to prevent a local 
house agent paying 7s. 6d., getting a copy 
of the document, studying a little of the 
stereotyped phraseology and sending out 
one which was supposed to be a report? 
He can do this over a signature saying that 
he is a chartered surveyor. I want to empha- 
sise the danger that if the printed document 
is insisted on, le will think it is the 
end-all and _ be-all.”’ 

Mr. Percival F. Gleed said they had heard 
how hard the builders were in regard to the 
fact that they were not likely to alter a word 
of the Standard Form of Contract as regards 
the clause calling for the Standard Method 
of Measurement; but he could tell the meet- 
ing that the builders had consented to the 
alteration of the wording of the Standard 
Form of Contract. He could not tell what the 
exact wording would be, but it would be 
something on these lines: ‘“‘It is deemed 
that the quantities are prepared in accord- 
ance with the principles of the Standard 
Method of Contract ’’—or words to that 
effect. Mr. Gleed then answered a number 
of written questions that had been given him, 
and subsequently some more vive voce from 
the audience. 

Mr. H. J. Leaning said he would like to 
refer to Mr. Baylis’s criticism of the docu- 
ment. He could see the danger of putting a 
document of that kind into the hands of 
untutored people, but the whole thing had 
come about by a process of evolution which 
had been very gradual indeed. He could 
remember reading in that room, in 1905, a 
paper that had been written by his father— 
who had not lived to read it himself. The 
title of that paper was ‘‘ The Assimilation 
of Practice Among Quantity Surveyors.”” He 
remembered the discussion that had taken 
place on that paper, and that the general 
opinion among the older practitioners had 
been all against anything like standardising. 
For a long time there had been no standard, 
unless it might be considered that his father’s 
book was regarded as a kind of standard. 
That book was now effete, nobody had time 
to rewrite it; and the Standard Method of 
Measurement had rather taken its place. He 
regarded that document as a codification of 
the method of measurement which had 
become absolutely necessary. On the one 
side there were the contractors roaring for a 
document just as they had done for a 
standard contract, so that the preparing of 
the Standard Method had become unavoid- 
able. It must be used with judgment and 
discretion by whoever used it; but as 4 
document of authority for both sides to refer 
to he thought it ideal. The gladiators who 
had prepared it deserved all the praise and 
thanks they had received. 

The Chairman closed the proceedings saying 
there had been an interesting discussion, 
from which two facts had been made clear. 
First of all, it was very easy to sit and act 
as armchair critics on work that had 
oceupied a committee for over two years. 
That committee had asked for the criticism 
of members, had welcomed it, and in an 
addendum to the Standard Method of 
Measurement the questions that had been 
asked would be answered. Another thing 
that had been made clear was that the 
Standard Method was not to be taken 
literally word for word, but was to be used 
with common-sense and intelligence. But 
he was not in the least afraid that any 
quantity surveyor of the younger generation 
would take the Standard Method so literally 
as to make his life a burden because of it. 
Tt was to be hoped that the position would 
be clarified when a number of the points

Once agam he thanked Mr. Harris, Mr.

WEST YORKSHIRE SOCIETY OF

Annual Dinner. 


Mr. Victor Bain presided at the annual 
dinner, which was held at the Midland Ho‘el, 
Bradford, on December 6, when there were 
present over 200 members and guests, among 
whom were Mr. Percy Thomas, P.R.I.B.A., 
and Mrs. Thomas; Sir Ian and Lady 
MacAlister; the Lord Mayor and Lad 
Mayoress of Bradford; the Bishop of Brad- 
ford and Mrs. Blunt; Lt.-Col. Ernest Gee; 
and Mr. H. Holdsworth, M.P. Proposing 
the toast of the R.I.B.A., Mr. Holdsworth 
said he regarded architects as being in a 
superhuman class, seeing that they could con- 
ceive, plan and produce fine buildings; and 
he was glad to say that there were signs that 
architects’ services would be more and more 
in demand. 

Mr. Percy Thomas, responding, said he 
considered that never before had the pros- 
pects of architects been so bright as at 
present. Almost every week—he might say 
almost every day—the Institute were called 
upon to nominate members of their profession 
for the carrying out of some important public 
work. He hoped that Registration would 
soon become a very much more real thing 
than at present, and it was the constant en- 
deavour of the Institute to bring this about. 

Mr. Victor Bain, proposing the toast of 
the municipalities within the Society’s pro- 
vince, said that by having formed branches 
of the Society, of which they now had six 
functioning, they hoped to get into much 
closer touch with the Local authorities, especi- 
ally in the matter of giving free advice 
regarding control of design and materials 
under the Town and Country Planning Act. 
Architects and the authorities concerned 
could here meet on the common ground of 
their mutual desire for the improvement of 
the environment of their towns. 


WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
**Plywood in Architecture.” 

Mr. Morton Shand, M.A. (Cantab.), of the 
Timber Development Association, gave a lec- 
ture on Tuesday, December 3, to the Welsh 
School of Architecture, the Technical College, 
Cardiff, and members of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Central Branch). 
Mr. W. 8. Purchon, M.A., F.R.LB.A., 
Head of the Welsh School of Architecture 
and President of the South Wales Institute 
of Architects, was in the chair. The lec- 
turer dealt first with the types of timber 
nsed for plywood in different regions, touch- 
ing on the growth of the tree, its felling, 
and its transport to the factory, the rotary 
cutting of the logs into veneers, and the 
cementing of these veneers into plywoods of 
varying thicknesses. After explaining the 
characteristics of the leading types of ply- 
wood, the lecturer showed by means of slides. 
with a running commentary on them, the 
various uses to which plywoods can be put 
to advantage, including the covering of wails 
and ceilings and the making of furniture. He 
concluded with a brief account of metal-faced 
plywood. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to 
the lecturer, on the proposal of Mr. C. F. 
Jones, A.R.LB.A., airman of the 
Central Branch of the Sonth Wales Institute 
of Architects, seconded by Mr. Lewis Jobn.

On September 3, 1934, the plaintiffs entered 
into a contract with the defendant to rebuild 
for her premises known as 365, Commercial- 
road, for the sum of £2,000. The work was 
commenced in October and went on until 
November 3, during which time the plaintiffs 
had been put to considerable expense for 
labour and materials when, as the plaintiffs 
alleged, the defendant’s architect, Mr. 
Charles Seymour, directed the plaintiffs to 
discontinue the work, and, as the plaintiffs 
asserted, thus repudiated the contract. 

The defendant pleaded a denial that the 
contract had been repudiated, and she alleged 
that the work on the building was discon- 
tinued because of a notice to treat for part 
of the land required by the Stepney Borough 
Council for street widening under their local 

wers. 

The plaintiffs, on the other hand, denied 
that the notice to treat absolved the defen- 
dant from liability for non-completion of the 
contract. : 

In reply to that, the defendant said that 
if the plaintiffs had given the -eotmguc & 
notices and deposited the required plans wit 
the local authority, she would have known 
sooner of the p d acquisition of the 
property by the meil, and she counter- 
claimed for the return of £400 she had paid 
to the plaintiffs under the architect’s certifi- 


cate. 
The plaintiffs did not admit these allega- 
tions of the defendant nor that the notice to 


treat by the Council absolved her from 
liability. Plaintiffs further said that the 
Counell were well aware of the proposed erec- 


tion of the building, and any failure on their 
part to notify defendant about the Council’s 
intention to serve notice to treat was not due 
to any act or fault of theirs (the builders). 

Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. H. B. 
Williams appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
J. W. Morris, K.C., and Mr. A. H. Forbes 
for the defendant. 

The material facts and evidence sufficiently 
appear from the following judgment of Mr. 
Justice Charles :— 

Having stated the nature of the action he 
said the builders made an application to the 
—— Borough Council to set up hoardings 
at , Commercial-road, for the purpose of 
rebuilding the premises. It seemed that with 
that application for a licence the builders also 
submitted specifications for the building 
about to be erected. Having taken that step, 
the builders received from the Borough 4 
neer’s and Surveyor’s Department of the 
Council > wae hoaruing ~ the 
purpose o i premises. It was 
signed by the borough engineer and surveyor 
and dated October 4, 1934. It was contended 
that the builders should have given another 
— at some peri vat yes —

The builders did substantial work

Then a gentleman who lived next 


door became apprehensive that the new build- 
ing might nag to such a height that it 
might interfere with his light, so he, on Octo- 
ber 24, wrote a letter to the borough sur- 
veyor. He (the Judge) was satisfied that the 
borough surveyor, or his office, knew all about 
the building which was being erected on the 
site, and that was shown by the signature on 
the licence for a hoarding. The town clerk of 
Stepney moved that notice be served on Mrs. 
Green for the compulsory purchase of part of 
the site, and the notice was so served on 
November 1, 1934. The taking of the pro- 
perty had been considered as far back as 
April, 1934, but up to October 24, 1934, 
apparently nothing had been done, and indeed 
the Court had been told that nothing had been 
done. down to the present day. That really 

ve rise to considerable doubt as to the 
al of the notice. The notice to treat 
was received and accepted as a good notice 
by Mrs. Green, who put an end completely 
and definitely to her contract with Messrs. 
Sileock & Sons for the erection of the build- 
ing. It was contended, on behalf of Mrs. 
Green, that the notice to treat was a good 
one, of which she was in law bound to take 
notice, and, indeed, that she was helpless in 
the matter. She averred that she did not in 
truth break the contract, but it was frus- 
trated, the bottom having fallen out of it. 
The value of that contention depended on the 
view taken of the notice to treat, and the 
vital matter the Court had to decide was 
whether that notice was good or not. He was 
satisfied that the notice to treat was a bad 
one. In his view, if the notice was such as 
to cause a substantial interference with or 
alteration in the character of the building, 
then it was not good if it referred only to 
part of the building. The notice had to refer, 
in his judgment, to the whole of the building, 
and if it did not, then the person upon whom 
it was served could say to the Council that 
they must take the lot, and if they did not 
~~ should not take any. : 

The Council could be told that they could 
not take away a part which altered the 
character and amenities of the building, and 
that they must take the whole or none at all. 

After referring to the legal authorities 
bearing on the matter, his lordship said that 
it seemed to him that he was, for the first 
time, applying the law expressed as applicable 
to a completed building to a partly finished 
building, but he thought that the law was 
just the same as if the building had been 
finished. He was of opinion that as there 
would be a substantial interference with the 
building thus far erected and designed, the 
notice to take part of it was bad, and the 
Stepney Borough Council could not in law 
take a part of the building. The notice also 
referred only to lands, and he had come to 
ee that that was another defect 
in it, 

Referring to what Mrs. Green could have 
done on receiving the notice, his lordship said 
she could have thrown it into the waste-paper 
basket. She could have written and told the 
Council that she was not going to part with 
a portion of the building, and that if they 
wanted anything they must take the whole 
of the premises. It was now known that the 
Council’s answer to it would have been that 
they were not going to take the whole, and 
Mrs. Green could have then told the builders 
to go on with the erection. A whole year 
had elapsed, and not a single step had been 
taken to widen the street as was contem- 
plated. In his view there was clearly no sort 
of frustration, and Mrs. Green was bound to 
implement the contract with the plaintiffs 
into which she had entered. The plaintiffs 
were entitled to damages for the wrongful 
termination of the contract in breach of Mrs. 
Green's legal obligation. They had received 
£400 already, they claimed for loss of 

ts and for other matters a further sum. 

e thought that certain deductions totalling 
about £65 should be made from £465—the 
sum claimed—and he gave judgment in favour 
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of Messrs. Sileock and Sons for £400. He also 
gave judgment for them upon Mis. Green's 
counterclaim for the return of the £400 she 


had already paid. 
Judgment was accordingly entered for 
Messrs. Silcock and Sons for with costs, 


and also for them on the counterclaim with 
costs. 

In applying for a stay of execution pendi 
a seanhle: coped, counsel for Mrs. Sireah 
remarked that she was an innocent party, and 
the judgment inflicted a great hardship on 
her. It was a matter of her being between 
the devil and the deep blue sea. 

His lordship replied that he was very 
sorry for her, and added that he hoped she 
would succeed if and when she made a claim 
against the Stepney Borough Council. 

Remarking that Messrs. Silcock and Sons 
had also suffered, his lordship granted a stay 
of execution for fourteen days, provided £100 
was brought into Court and the costs paid on 
the usual undertaking, the stay to be con- 
tinued if an appeal was entered. 


Kixc’s Bencn Drviston. 
Before Mr. Justice Horripce. 


CLAIM FOR NEGLIGENCE AND BREACH 
OF DUTY AGAINST BOROUGH COUNCIL 
AS HIGHWAY AUTHORITY. 
Aaronberg v. Marylebone Borough Council. 
In this case, which raised the question 
whether the Marylebone Borough Council, as 
the highway authority for Marylebone, were 
liable for an accident which occurred during 
road repairs, Mr. Barnett Aaronberg, of 18, 
Gilda-crescent, Clapton, N., a gown manufac- 
turer carrying on business at 170, Mare-street, 
Hackney, claimed damages from the de- 
fendant Council for personal injuries he 
received through the alleged negligence of the 
Council, their servants or agents, or, alter- 
natively, for their breach of duty as the high- 

way authority for the district. 

Mr. Aaronberg’s case was that at about 
1.20 a.m. on February 17 last he was driving 
a motor-car along Mortimer-street, Maryle- 
bone, in a westerly direction, when the car 
collided with an obstruction in the roadway 
at or near the junction of Berners-street and 
Mortimer-street, the obstruction consisting of 
a scaffold pole placed on trestles placed at 
this spot by the Council during road repairs. 
Mr. Aaronberg alleged that through the negli- 
gence of the Council in not having the 
obstruction properly lighted at the time, his 
car collided with the obstruction, and as 4 
consequence he received somewhat serious 
injuries to his arms, knee and thigh. 

The defence was a denial of negligence, 
breach of duty, or of creating a public 
nuisance, as Mr. Aaronberg asserted, and 
defendants alternatively pleaded that Mr. 
Aaronberg had been guilty of contributory 
negligence. 

Mr. Sebag Shaw appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. 8 R. Edgedale for the defendant 
Council. 

After hearing the evidence, his lordship, 
in giving judgment, said that the defendants’ 
evidence showed that they considered it neces- 
sary to have red lamps across their obstruc- 
tion, and he found, as a fact, that imme- 
diately before the accident happened there 
were no such lights on the obstruction at all, 
so that if it were not for the defendanis’ ple 
of contributory negligence on the part of Mr. 
Aaronberg, he (the judge) would have had 
no hesitation in finding in his favour; bu‘ 
having regard to the evidence, he had come 
to the conclusion that Mr. Aaronberg ha‘ 
contributed to the accident by his own negli 
gence by travelling at an unreasonable pace, 
and so being unable to avoid colliding with 
the obstruction. In these circumstances he 
gave judgment ‘for the defendants, th« 
Borough Council, with costs.

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THE 1935 FORM OF BUILDING SUB-CONTRACT—xI 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Author of‘ The 1931 Form of Building Contract,” etc. 


Clause 16.—Insurance in Respect of Injuries 
to Persons and Property. 


By this clause the duty is laid on the sub- 
contractor of insuring against accident persons 
and property coming within the sub-contract 
works. 

In addition to his liability under the Fatal 
Accidents Act, 1846, the Employers’ Liability 
Act, 1880, and any Workmen’s Compensation 
Acts that may be in force at. the time when 
the sub-contract is entered into,’‘he is to 
insure against his liability at Common Law. 

As far as is practicable he is to effect such 
insurances with companies approved by the 
contractor, and at any time he must be pre- 
pared to produce for the contractor’s. inspec- 
tion the policies and premium receipts. The 
intention is, therefore, to place upon the 
sub-contractor the onus of insuring against 
accident to those also who, being employed 
upon the sub-contract works, cannot claim 
under the particular Acts mentioned; for 
instance, non-manual employees who are in 
receipt of wages beyond the maximum named 
in such Acts. Insurance companies will be 
found willing to include these further liabili- 
ties at a higher premium. 

By this clause the contractor, on his part, 
agrees to insure in respect to the general con- 
tract against his legal liability as to injuries 
to ‘persons and property; and equally he 
undertakes to produce for inspection by the 
sub-contractor at any time the policies and 
premium receipts. It is important also to 
note that the contractor cannot employ any 
other sub-contractor except similar and 
mutual undertakings regarding insurance 
against legal liability are entered into. 

In the event of a claim being preferred 
against the contractor, and the sub-contractor 
accepting the contractor’s contention that he 
(the contractor) is to be indemnified by the 
sub-contractor himself against such a claim, 
then the contractor is to transfer to the sub- 
contractor final and full control of all legal 
proceedings if and when the sub-contractor 
has provided sufficient security that he is able 
and willing to pay any claim or costs which 
the claimant may be granted in these pro- 
ceedings. 

There is nothing in this clause which pre- 
cludes an injured person from preferring a 
claim directly against the sub-contractor in 
the first instance, especially in cases where the 
liability alleged rests solely on the sub-con- 
tractor. In practice an injured person may 
be advised that it is expedient to launch his 
claim against the contractor and sub-con- 
tractor jointly. 

The position of the contractor under most 
building contracts is that he indemnifies the 
employer against any liability (whether at 
Common Law or under the Statutes) in respect 
of personal injuries to, or the death of, any 
person whomsoever, arising out of, or in the 
course of; or caused by the execution of the 
works; unless such injuries are due to any 
act or neglect of the employer or his ser- 
vants. Also, the employer is similarly in- 
demnified against any injury or damage 
whatsoever to real or personal property 
arising out of, or in the course of, or by 
reason of the execution of the contract works 
if it is due to negligence, omission, or default 
by himself, his agents or his servants, or of 
any sub-contractor, or to any circumstance 
within his (the employer's) control. Pro- 
vision is made in the 1931 Form of Building 
Contract to secure to the employer full 
indemnity against liability for damage to 
persons and property. 

It is usual for an aggrieved person to sue 
the employer directly in every instance. But, 
since the employer is indemnified by the con- 
tractor, he (the employer) should at once 
inform the contractor that he is being sued ; 
especially if he has the intention of claiming 
indemnity from the contractor later. In such 
circumstances the contractor may, if he so 
desires, raise his own defence at the hearing 


of the case. Of course, if the employer 
should elect to pay on demand any claim and 
subsequently seek reimbursement from the 
contractor: if the latter can prove that the 
claim was not legal, the employer must bear 
the loss himself. Similarly, under the 1931 
form of building contract, if the contractor 
is sued and is held to be liable in any 
instance, he may claim reimbursement from 
the sub-contractor if the claim has reference 
to the sub-contract works. 

The risk of damage which may ensue to 
other property is of serious moment to those 
engaged in building enterprises. And the 
risk is increased in numerous cases where 
building work is done in confined and built- 
up areas, and where the opening up of roads 
for various purposes by various authorities 
under statutory authority, but not under one 
central controlling body, is necessary. 


Under the provisions of the 1931 Form of 
Building Contract, the contractor is not 
liable for all damage to neighbouring or other 
property which may be occasioned by the 
carrying out of the contract works. If he 
properly’ executes’ them and without any 
negligence, omission or default: by himself, 
his agents, or his servants, or by any of his 
sub-contractors, and the circumstances in 
which damage occurs are adjudged to be out- 
side his control, he must go free of liability. 

Although damage may occur to property in 
many ways within the control of the contrac- 
tor or sub-contractor, neither of them is 
liable for damages which result from negli- 
gence in design, or insufficient design and 
instructions of the architect in respect to the 
contract or sub-contract works. If they have 
duly executed the work according to the 
contract and other instructions of the archi- 
tect, the tendency of recent judgments has 
been that the employer must seek redress 
from his architect and not from the con- 
tractor. 


ART GALLERIES AND R.I.B.A. 
TRAVELLING EXHIBITIONS 


The Directors and Curators of the principal 
art galleries-and museums in the country were 
entertained to lunch at the R.I.B.A. on Tues- 
day. December 3, when the organisation of 
R.1.B.A. travelling exhibitions of architec- 
ture was discussed. Mr. H. 8. Goodhart- 
Rendel, chairman of the Exhibition Sub-Com- 
mittee presided. The guests numbered 25. 
The purpose of the meeting was to explain 
and discuss the new R.I.B.A. Exhibition 
policy and to find out from curators what 
kinds of exhibition they would welcome, 
what forms they should take, and how they 
should be circulated. 

After the Chairman had welcomed the 

uests and explained the purpose of the meet- 
ing, Sir Eric Maclagan, director of the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum and President of 
the Museums Association, said that he could 
at once accept the scheme on behalf of his 
colleagues and congratulated the Royal Insti- 
tute on its enterprise and vision, : 

Mr. R. A. Duncan, hon. secretary of the 
Exhibition Sub-Committee, then gave a de- 
tailed account of the scheme and of the 
reasons why it had been established. He 
stated that the main collection would take 
some time to set up, but a body of nearly 
100 enthusiastic members were already at 
work selecting material. He gave details of 
what was immediately available; this  in- 
cluded the selection of aay ge specially 
prepared by the R.I.B.A. for the recent 
Brussels Exhibition (though this was already 
extensively booked for an English tour) and 
a small exhibition on Aerodrome Planning 
which was almost completed. . He also de- 
scribed the nse R.L.B.A. exhibition 
entitled ‘‘ Everyda ings.” 

A lengthy "aesenion on details then took 
place. The visitors appeared to be unani- 
mously in favour of the scheme and willing to 
do their best to make use of it and further it.

Concrete Roofing: Tiles. 


Sm,—I should be glad of any data as to 
the condition of concrete roofing tiles after 
a period of years in use, particularly as to 
any effects of frost, or any signs of conden- 
sation, porosity or general deterioration. - 

ConsTRUCTION. 


Timber and Dry Rot. 

Sm,—Can you inform me whether Colum- 
bian pine has been found less liable to the 
development of dry rot than the closer 
grained timbers of the Baltic ports? I under- 
stand there is a certain turpentine content in 
Columbian pine which one would expect to 
discourage this development, and some know- 
ledge as to this might further encourage the 
use of Empire timber. Woopwork. 


Cavity Walls. 


Sir,—I have observed that whereas cavity 
walls are very generally used in the provinces, 
London architects frequently use solid walls, 
rot only in London, but in their provincial 
work. The number of pitfalls into which it 
is possible to fall with cavity constriction, 
which —- does not reveal any defect 
until exceptionally severe weather arises, sug- 
gests that the solid wall is preferable if it 
can be made weather-tight. 

My impression is that a solid 14-in. wall in 
cement, well grouted up at every course and 
with all joints thoroughly filled; the face 
joints being filled in either with mortar or a 
white cement’ mixture, offers a weather-tight 
job if sound and mature bricks are used, I 
should be glad to hear experiences of both 
types of construction. BRICKWORK. 


Soundproofing a Wall: Advice Wanted. 


Sir,—My house is semi-detached, and the 
lounge measures 24 ft. long, forming ene side 
of the house. This lounge abuts on to a 
similar room in the house of my next-door 
neighbour. Prior to occupation I agreed to 
the expenditure of a considerable sum in order 
to make the room soundproof from that side. 
The estimate provided as follows :—‘‘ Supply 
and fix 2in. by 1 in. deal battening plugged 
to wall. Supply and fix fibre boarding to 
battens. Fill space between boarding and 
wall with slagwool well and tightly packed. 
Cover joints of boarding with fine wire-gauze 
cover strips. Finish face of boarding with 
setting coat of Keene’s cement.” 

Preparatory to this work, cornice, skirting 
and picture-rail were removed. The fireplace is 
on this wall, and it was held to be unnecessary 
to treat the chimney breast. Also, no brick- 
ing-in or other treatment of the fireplace itself 
was regarded as necessary. 

Having spent my money, I have the mortifi- 
cation of finding that, so far as my neighbour 
and myself can judge, no improvement has 
been effected. Can you help me, or put me 
in touch with an expert who can’? X. Y. Z. 


Submission of Plans: Delay in Approval. 

Str,—Is there any limit to the time a local 
authority may retain plans submitted for 
approval without announcing their decision?

THE BUILDING TRADE 
BUILDING BY-LAWS—XxXIV. 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., M.T.P.l. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works.”) 


No Right-angle Junction to be used. 

44/48. “‘Every person who shall erect a 
new building shall construct the drains of the 
building so that every branch drain or tribu- 
tary drain will join another drain Pay non 
in the direction of the flow of the latter 
drain.” 

This is an important clause, for an oblique 
junction discharges with the flow of the main 
drain and does not retard such flow in the 
way a right-angle junction would. 

For a main drain of six inches and over, 
the writer likes to leave the half-channel 
clear of connections, and gets the branches 
arranged so as to come just above this. With 
an ordinary junction pipe, this is done by 
tilting the aS nar upwards, and in an inspec- 
tion chamber by bringing the branch on to 
of the split pipe forming the main channel. 


Ventilation of Drains. 

45/49. ‘Every person who shall erect a 
new building shall, for securing the ventila- 
tion of any drains intended for conveying 
sewage, comply with the following rules :— 

(1) At least one ventilating pipe shall be 
provided to the drains. 

(2) That pipe shall be situated as near as 
practicable to the building, and as far as 
practicable from the point at which the 
drains empty into the sewer or other means 
of disposal.” 

We will take this clause dealing with the 
ventilation of drains in sections. 

(1) Every drain must be ventilated, aud 
(2) the ventilating pipe is to be at the point 
farthest away from the sewer. This matter 
is important, for sewer gas rises to the 
highest point. If an unventilated pocket of 
drain occurs beyond the base of the ventilat- 
ing pipe, then with disturbance of an ordinary 
seal of a trap, as in the case of a W.C. 
flush, the gas will find its way through the 
seal, with unpleasant results. 

45/49. (3) Provided that a soil-pipe from 
a water-closet, or a waste pire from a slop 
sink, constructed in accordance with these 
by-laws, may serve for the ventilating pipe 
if its situation is in accordance with this by- 


aw. 

(4) Provided also that this by-law shall not 
apply so as to require the ventilation of any 
drain which is not more than thirty feet in 
length, and is constructed so as not to have 
any internal communication with any build- 
ing other than a water-closet which cannot be 
entered except from the external air.” 

(3) This allows a soil-pipe for a water-closet 
on a higher floor to act as a ventilating pipe. 

(4) Here the length of a drain has to be 
more than thirty feet before a ventilating 
pipe can be insisted upon. Yet such a length 
must not have any internal communication 
with any building except a W.C. which is 
entered from the external air. This is con- 
sistent with the comments made above in 
connection with the sewer gas finding its wa 
past the seal of a trap when a W.C. is flushed. 

[45/49. ‘‘ Provided further that where 

(a) two or more new dwelling-houses, not 
exceeding four, form a block or part of a 
block of new dwelling-houses and are drained 
by a combined drain, or 

(b) a pair or not more than two pairs of 
semi-detached dwelling-houses are drained by 
a combined drain, such dwelling-houses or 
semi-detached dwelling-house shall, for the 
purpose of this by-law, be deemed to be one 
new building.’’} 


The words in brackets [ ] have been added 
to the model series. Their purpose is in con- 
nection with the drains of the small type of 
houses on housing schemes, and where the 
w.c.s are all on the ground floor. They 
allow one ventilating pipe for not more than 
four houses if the in otherwise complies 


as to length of branches referred to previ- 
ously. 

In such cases separate ventilating shafts to 
each smal] house are unnecessary expense, 
both in capital and maintenance expenditure. 


Inlet to Drains within Building. 

We now come to another important clause 
which is lengthy and is taken in sections. 

46 / 50. * fasry person who shall erect a 
new building shall, in the construction of the 
drainage of the building, comply with the 
following rules :— 

fp No inlet to the drains (except a trapped 
gully fitted with a suitable cover, or such 
inlet as may be a necessary part of the con- 
nection of any water-closet, bath, sink, urinal, 
bidet, or lavatory) shall be made within the 
building, but this shall not prevent the 
junction of drains where a drain is carried 
through a building. 


Soil-pipes from W.C.s and Slop Sinks. 
(2) The soil-pipe from every water-closet, 
gg the waste pipe from every slop sink, shall 
e 
(a) formed of heavy cast iron, lead, or 
other material, and 
(b) of an internal diameter not less than 
that of any pipe connecting it with the 
water-closet or slop sink, and in any case, 
not less than three inches.” 


Slop Sink. 

1/1. ‘* Slop sink”’’ means a sink intended 
for receiving solid or liquid filth. 

(1) This keeps the drain connections outside 
the building as much as is practicable. In 
this way it keeps the vertical soil-pipes out- 
side except in cases which will be dealt with 
later. 

(2) The soil-pipe must be of heavy cast iron, 
lead or other material, and its internal bore 
is now allowed to. be three inches. For con- 
necting the three-inch pipe to a four-inch 
drain a suitable reducing connecting piece is 
required. 

he heavy cast iron on the basis of B.S.S. 

No. 416 (Heavy Grade) is suitable, while the 
lead pipe should not be less than 8]b. per 
ft. super. when opened out flat. 

Ventilating Pipe. 

46/50. “‘(3) Every ventilating pipe to the 
drains and every ventilating pipe formed by 
carrying upwards a soil-pipe from a water- 
closet or a waste pipe from a slop sink, shall 
be so formed of cast iron, lead, or other suit- 
able material, as to secure adequate durability, 
and shall be at least three inches in internal 
diameter.” 

For ventilating pipes, heavy sections are 
nla} Booy oi 

(4) Every such ventilating pipe, soil-pipe or 
waste pipe shall be — sie 

(a) so constructed that there shall not be 
any trap either at the point of junction 
with the drains or (except where necessary 
as a part of the apparatus of any water- 
closet or slop sink) in any other part of 
the pipe ; 

_ (6) carried upwards to such a height and 

in such a manner as effectually to prevent 

the escape of any foul air from the drains 
into any building ; 

(c) 80 constructed that no bend or angle 
shall (except where unavoidable) be formed 
in the pipe, and that where any such bend 
or angle ts formed it shall be as obtuse as 
possible and shall not reduce the internal 
diameter of the pipe; 

(d) covered, as a protection against injury 
or obstruction, with a grating or other cover 
which shall contain a sufficient number of 
_— to admit of the free passage of 


_Here we have the addition of the ‘‘-waste 
pipe "* to the ventilating pipe and soil-pipe. 
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(a) There is to be no disconnecting trap 
between them and the drain. 

(6) They are to be carried to a height and 
in such a manner so that they are not a 
nuisance. Note that a definite height above 
the topmost window is not stipulated, 

(c) Bends are to be avoided if possible, and 
the internal bore is to be maintained even 
in unavoidable bends. 

(d) Covered at the extreme ends with 
covers, grids, or gratings which will allow the 
passage of foul air, but which will prevent 
birds nesting in them and thereby render 
them ineffectual. 

46/50. ‘‘ (5) No such ventilating pipe, soil- 
pipe, or waste pipe shall be enclosed by any 
part of the building except 

(a) where it passes through any cornice 
or similar external architectural feature ; 

(b) where it is formed either 

(i) of heavy cast iron socketed pipes with 
airtight joints, and suitably protected inside 
and outside against corrosion, or 

(ii) of lead, or 

(iit) of some other not less suitable 
material and, if formed of lead or any other 
material similarly susceptible of external 
injury, either is exposed throughout so 
much of its length as is enclosed by any 
part of the building, except where it passes 
through a floor or ceiling, or is adequately 
protected by enclosure in a chase with a 
metal front ; 

(c) where a ventilating pipe is carried 
eo beneath the covering of the 
roof.” 

Here we have the exceptions as to enclosing 
the pipes, referred to previously. 

_ (a) Where an external architectural feature 
is pierced so as to allow the pipe to pass 
straightly through it. 

(b) Where it is of heavy cast-iron pipes 
with airtight joints and suitably coated. 
That is, when the pipe is constructed on the 
lines of a cast-iron water main, it is allowed 
to be inside a building if it is not practicable 
to put it outside. Similar construction in 
lead or other suitable material is allowed, 
but it must be protected from damage. 

Except where it passes through a floor or 
ceiling, the pipe is to be exposed. It can, 
however, be inserted in a chase for protection 
and covered with a metal front. 

_ (ce) IS is allowed to pass through a project- 
ing eaves or overhanging verge soffit. 
Waste Pipes from Baths, etc. 

46/50. ‘*(6) The waste pipe from every 
bath, sink (not being a slop sink), bidet, or 
lavatory, and every pipe for carrying off foul 
water, shall 

_ (a) discharge so as not to cause dampness 

im any part of any wall or foundation of 

any building, and where it discharges to 

a drain otherwise than by a soil-pipe from 

a water-closet, or waste pipe from a slop 

sink, be disconnected from the drain by a 

trapped gully with a suitable grating above 

the level of the water in the trap; 

(b) if it is more than six feet in length, 
be provided with a suitable trap; 

(c) if it discharges into a soil-pipe from 
a water-closet, or a waste pipe from a slop 
sink, be provided, whatever its length, with 
a suitable trap adequately secured against 
destruction of the water-seal.’’ 


Fire Precautions in London Buildings. 

The Fire Brigade Committee reported to 
the London County Council on Tuesday on 
the Wimpole-street fire. As a good deal of 
uneasiness had been aroused among the pub- 
lic, the committee had; in hand the prepara- 
tion of a booklet indicating suitable precau- 
tions against fire and giving advice as to 
extinction. It appears that the fire had been 
traced to the ignition of an escape of gas 
due to electrolytic action, the ignition being 
caused by the sparking of a strayed electric 
current from a cable due to dampness. Elec- 
tricity came into contact with leaden and 
composite pipes. Mr. H. Berry, Chairman of 
the Town Planning and Building Regulations 
Committee, assured members that every 
aspect of the question was under review. 
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HAMMERSMITH SCHOOL 
OF BUILDING 


THE ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


THe annual prize distribution of the L.C.C. 
Hammersmith School of Building and Arts 
and Crafts was held at Lime-grove, W.12, on 
December 6, when Mr. A. H. Moberly, 
F.R.I.B.A., Chairman of the Advisory Sub- 
Committee, presided. 


The Principal, Mr. H. W. Mole, A.R.1.B.A., 
M.1.Struct.E., in his report upon the work 
of the session 1934-35, said that the function 
of the school was to provide for the art and 
building training of the western area of Lon- 
don. This it did through the organisation of 
senior and junior, day and evening, classes. 
Regarding the training of students in the 
junior school, special attention was drawn to 
the unique scheme of obtaining first-hand 
industrial experience which was offered to 
selected students. Through the courtesy and 
interest of two firms, namely, Messrs. Sander- 
son & Sons, wallpaper manufacturers, and 
Messrs. Bovis, Ltd., building contractors, 
certain students had been able to obtain 
invaluable first-hand experience in designing, 
in office work, or on the job. The reports 
received from those firms reflected creditably 
on the character and calibre of the students. 
If such schemes could be extended it would 
be a valuable means of raising the standard 
of art and craftsmanship all round. When 
the boys had completed their training in 
school they had invariably been placed in 
situations, and during the past year applica- 
tions had again been considerably in excess of 
the supply. 


Referring to enrolments, the Principal 
stated that last year’s totals again reached 
record figures, being 10 per cent. higher than 
those for the previous year. He concluded 
by giving details of the successes obtained by 
students during the year and by paying a 
warm tribute to the exceptionally able staff. 


Modern Architecture and Tradition. 

After the prizes had been distributed, an 
address was given by Professor Knapp-Fisher, 
F.R.I.B.A., Professor of Architecture at the 
Royal College of Art. He drew attention to 
the new building that had been going on since 
the War. ‘‘ Do you realise,’ he asked, ‘‘ that 
a quarter of ‘the population of this country 
has been rehoused in the last 10 years? And 
look at the buildings. At least 50 per cent. 
is stuff that you and I would be ashamed of. 
All these buildings are supposed to be put up 
by qualified men, but we have only to look 
around to see what a job they have made of 
it. I congratulate your Principal and staff on 
the way they have avoided the extremes.”” In 
these modern days, he continued, it was the 
fashion to sneer at the work of the past. He 
was not attacking modern architecture, but 
there was something wrong if we had broken 
with tradition. Production was not a dead 
end, but a living force sprung from the 
characteristics of the past. We had to paddle 
our own canoes in the waters of tradition; 
in other words. we had to preserve our indi- 
viduality whilst keeping tradition in mind. 


. ‘‘ Every artist,’ concluded the Professor, 
“‘ has to contend with these : materials, object 
in view, and himself. The artist has not 
simply to reproduce but also to create. We 
must try to strike the mean. We must not 
copy but build usefully and properly. The 
letter of the law without the spirit is a poor 


thing. If we ignore the spirit we produce a 
barren art.’’

THE MANUFACTURE OF 
GEYSERS 


VISIT TO WORKS. 


Ar the invitation of the Ascot Gas Water 
Heaters, Ltd., 244, High Holborn, W.C.1, 
and under the guidance of Dr. Bernard Fried- 
man, the managing director, a party of a:chi- 
tects and others were shown over the com- 
pany’s works at Neasden on Thursday, 
December 5. On arrival at the factory, which 
is on the North Circular-road, the party 
were taken into the store-room, where the raw 
material is received. The material for the 
construction of the company’s gas water 
heaters is tested in this room for suitability. 
The next room to he inspected was a long 
room of the recently built factory. Here 
was seen the making of various parts of the 
geysers, such as screw caps, welding the 
seams of the cylinders, the making and punch- 
ing of the gas rings, the stamping out of 
the top section of the geyser, and the brazing 
of the water pipe on to the cylinder. The 
party then inspected the room where 
chromium plating was being carried out. The 
next department visited was the testing room, 
where gas jets were undergoing a very severe 
test and being adjusted to the required stan- 
dard. The geysers are also tested for water 
pressure. Afterwards they are passed into 
the storage room or col rong room. The 
last room to be inspected in connection with 
the making of the article was the tool room; 
here highly skilled workmen were making 
the necessary parts for the apparatus. The 
life of a geyser is about fifteen -years, subject 
to observance of the following points: That 
the geyser is used with care; that the gas 
jets are scaled twice a year by the company 
or by the local gas company; and that the 
eyser is retinned when the begins 
to show through. Attending to the last two 
points involves little expense. 


HOUSING AND SLUM 
CLEARANCE — 


PROGRESS UP TO SEPTEMBER 30. 

Tue half-yearly return, just issued, of the 
Ministry of Health on housing for the period 
up to September 30 last gives interesting in- 
formation about the progress of building 
local authorities and by private enterprise, 
and also records the latest figures relating to 
the slum clearance c. ign, 

The return reveals the fact that the total 
number of houses built since the Armistice, 
namely, 2,804,888, exceeds a third of the whole 
total then in existence, namely, 8,000,000. It 
also shows that building by private enterprise 
without assistance is still the main source of 
supply, ever 125,000 houses having been so 
built during the half-year, compared with 
about 23,000 built by local authorities. 

Building by authorities is, however, 
likely to increase considerably in the near 
future, particularly in view of the trend of the 
latest figures relating to the slum clearance 
programmes, which are as follows :—

Mr. Hill Panag oo e had said about their 
Association. He could assure everybody that 
the money they received would be wisely 
spent. 

Mr. W. Evans proposed the toast of the 
‘* Architects, Surveyors and Builders,’ to 
which Mr. Maurice E. Webb, F.R.LB.A., 
responded. He said that Mr. Higge’s father 
and his father had been great friends and had 
worked together on Dartmouth Naval College.

EMPIRE EXHIBITION 


JOHANNESBURG, 1935 


Some details of the a Exhibition 
ee ee ee “oe hig me 
urg, in Septem next (until January, 
1934), were given at a luncheon held by 
members of London Committee at the 
Carlton Hotel, W. 

We are given to understand that the 
original conception of the Exhibition (for 
which the F tion of British Industries is 
responsible in this country) was to celebrate 
the Jubilee of the granting of a Charter to 
the City of Johannesburg in October, 1886. 
Johannesburg has in these fifty years grown 
from a township of less than 100 inhabitants 
to a city whose population to-day numbers 
over 000. The scheme , and the 
keynote of the Exhibition will now be to 
demonstrate the progress which has been 
made by South Africa and the whole Empire 
during the last fifty years. The organisers 
intend to make the Exhibition comparable in 
every way to the great Exhibition of 


Wembley. The Governments of the 
Dominions, as well as those of many of the 
Colonies, will be erecting their own 


pavilions. The Exhibition has the full back- 
ing of the Government of the Union, who 
have given a grant of £50,000, while a 
similar grant has been made by the City 
of Johannesburg. Johannesburg is the great 
gold-producing centre of the Union. It is 
also the largest Union centre in point of area, 
population, manufacturing, li k and pro- 
duce markets. It is the railway and aviation 
centre of South Africa. The Exhibition will 
be held in the grounds of the Witwatersrand 
Agricultural Society, which cover over 100 
acres, and are conveniently situated almost. 
in the heart of the city. Such organisations 
as the Transvaal Chamber of Mines, the Iscor 
Steel Works of Pretoria, and the South 
African Railways and Harbours are erecting 
separate buildings of their own design. The 
Port of London Authority are putting up a 
large model of their headquarters near the 
Tower of London, which will be 60 ft. high 
and cover about 4,000 sq. ft., besides stand- 
ing in a garden of its own. In addition, 
there are over 15 acres of buildings for 
housing industrial exhibits. The industrial 
exhibits have been classified under eight 
headings, viz.: Heavy Machinery (Mining 
and Engineering), Light Machinery, Agricul- 
tural Machinery, Textiles and Garments, 
Household Accessories, Foodstuffs, Toilet 
Articles, Light Chemicals, etc., Sports and 
Luxury Articles and Aircraft and Transport. 

It is proposed to hold conferences during 
the run of the Exhibition on such subjects 
of Imperial and economic interest as engineer- 
ing, irrigation, civil aviation, town planning, 
road construction, etc. : : 

From the latest reports of space booking, it 
appears that over 50 per cent. of the total 
Stand area has already been booked. 

In a speech, Major C. C. Frye, C.B.E. 
(Chairman, South African Organising Com- 
mittee) stated that in 1934 the mines paid 
£41,000,000 on wages and stores. What, he 
asked, would Johannesburg be as a market 
for goods in 10 or 20 years’ time? The 
City of Johannesburg. he stated, passed 
building plans for £6.000.000 last year. Such 
considerations deserved notice. he submitted, 
for so long as the mines worked Johannesburg 
would prosper, no matter whether mining 
share values went up or down as was their 
settled custom.

NEW PREMISES AT CRICKLEWOOD. 

Representatives of the Press recently had 
the opportunity of viewing the new sales tech- 
nical service department of the British Oxygen 
Co., Ltd., at Cricklewood, where many demon- 
strations were given of oxy-acetylene cutting 
machines, hand cutters and welding equip- 
ment, metal-spraying and electric welding. 
A visit was also paid to the firm’s laboratory. 
These demonstrations were of great interest, 
as also were the films shown in the lecture 
theatre. 


In opening their new demonstration shops, 
instruction school, showroom, etc., the com- 
pany are not inaugurating a new branch of 
their service. Most of these facilities have 
been available for many years, but their con- 
centration at one centre, conveniently reached 
from all parts of London, and in new and 
enlarged premises, makes available improved 
service facilities to all concerned in the oxy- 
acetylene industry. 

The new premises of the Sales Technical 
Service Department comprise demonstration 
shops; a welding and cutting instruction 
school; a lecture theatre, exhibition show- 
room and executive offices. Here prospective 
customers may see a complete range of the 
company’s equipment under actual working 
conditions, and can more easily decide the 
type of apparatus most suitable for their re- 
quirements. A firm may wish to know if the 
oxy-acetylene process, or metal spraying, etc., 
as the case may be, will be suitable for the 
particular class of work it has in hand, 
and in the demonstration shop practical tests 
can be made on the actual job, to ascertain 
its pyacticability and to obtain a measure of 
the cost which would be involved. The Weld- 
ing and Cutting Instruction School provides 
tuition for customers or their operators who 
have purchased equipment. 

The lecture theatre 1s equipped for the 
showing of cinema films or lantern slides. 
Monthly illustrated lectures will be given 
here, and are open to anyone interested in 
the industry. The company has its own cine- 
matograph operator, and produces most of the 
technical films shown. These films are also 
available for loan to welding schools, technical 
societies, and so on. 

The exhibition showroom contains, as far 
as possible, a complete exhibit of all the com- 
pany’s products, but more particularly is it 
intended to show specimens of work which 
have been done by means of the various 
processes. 

In the construction of these buildings all 
the heating radiators are of welded steel, and 
all the pipes for the heating system have 
welded joints, connections and branches. All 
sanitary and water-service piping is either of

welded copper or, where lead is used, oxy- 
acetylene leadburning was adopted as the 
means of jointing. Many of the ceilings are 
constructed of steel panels, and in the lecture 
theatre and showroom the steel ceiling has 
been metal-sprayed with aluminium, obtain- 
ing a permanent decorative effect. Incident- 
ally, the furniture in the lecture room and in 
the offices is of welded steel construction. 


In the technical and research laboratories 
all the company’s raw materials and products, 
such as welding rods, fluxes, purifying mate- 
rials, carbide, etc., are regularly tested in 
order to maintain the high standard required. 
Here also analyses are made, on behalf of 
customers, of special metals or other 
materials; in fact, the technical and research 
department is responsible for all forms of 
chemical or metallurgical control and research 
in connection with the industry. Here the 
most up-to-date apparatus has been installed. 

The mechanical testing department includes 
100-ton Avery and 30-ton Buckton testing 
machines; also the Hounsfield Tensometer, 
etc. Special attention is being given to the 
provision of facilities for the non-destructive 
testing of welds.

The galleries 
of the old theatre are built up on plate 
girders weighing anything up to 20 tons a 
piece. With gallery rails and other steel- 
work it is estimated that there is approxi- 
mately 500 tons of steel to cut up during the 
demolition. As the interior woodwork and 
fabric is removed, uncovering the metalwork, 
this is cut down and eventually reduced to 
lengths of 5 ft. by the oxy-acetylene cutter 
for easy transport and melting down in the 
furnace.
